A little lad, ren yeers of age, in St, Saviours 
Parifh, receiving a blow on his head, fell into a 
Sudden confternation,infomuch that he became, as 
it were, altogether dumb, {peechlefs, and likewife 
altogether deprived of motion, only he opened 
his eyes ; Mr. Crop,an experienced Chirurgion 
(now deceafed) and I, being fent for about two 
of the clock in the afternoon, we finde him more- 
over infefted and affli&ed with vomiting, by con- 
fent of the ftomack, and in an acute fever; all 
which confidered,we concluded he would die in a 
. very fhorttime, andfo accordingly it fell out; for 
about the third day following he departed this life,
